*Tolice lied when they said the 
bomb was behind the seat.” de¬ 
mands Richard Johnson, publisher 
of The Environmentalist news¬ 
paper. ‘They lied in order to get a 
court order to search Judy Bari 
and Darryl Chemey’s homes.” 

Johnson released medical in¬ 
formation which Bari’s friends 
and attorney obtained in mder to 
combat any charges which may be 
officially filed in the case. 
Chemey is currently free on bail 
after being arrested for suspicion 
of possessing and transporting an 
explosive device. Evidence pre¬ 
sented in court twice since the 
bombing has been insufficient to 
file formal charges, however. 
Police are hoping to present 
enough evidence on July 18 dur¬ 
ing arraignment of Chemey and 
Bari to secure the charges. 

Bari remains in Oakland’s 
Highland Hospital with extensive 
injuries to the pelvis and tail bone, 
and will be arraigned in absentia. 

Bari’s friend, Anna Marie 
Stenberg, says it has become 
“very clear that (investigators) are 
not looking into any other 
scenario,” than the possibility that 
Bari and Chemey were either

Willits Police Chief Bob Foster 
said he is leaning toward opening 
his own investigation of the case 
because Willits has been impli¬ 
cated, but he is waiting to hear 
firom the FBI so he may use some 
of the evidence they have in con¬ 
ducting his own investigation.

Also in stock 
were 1-1/2" and 2" end caps, furnished by Wami of Valencia, 
California, and Waxman Industries, with stampings on Individual 
end caps indicating they were made in Thailand and Korea. Some 
of the 1-1/2" end caps had the outline of a bell on them and 
others had what appeared to be company symbols. 

Home Club carries duct tape, manufactured by Polyken 
Technologies, Consumer Products Group, Westwood, Massachusetts, 
and duct tape, "Tough Stuff" brand, manufactured by a division of 
Kendall Corporation. They also carried Action brand tape, 
manufactured by National Tape Corporation, New Orleans,

With the last virgin redwood 
forest about to fall, Congress i s 
stirri ng from its slumber. Rep. I I b6 
| of Alameda County has introduced b7C 
a bill to make Headwaters Forest a 
’’study area” for Wild and Scenic River 
designation. This would create a 
lengthy moratorium, at least, on logging 
in the area. Unfortunately, Congress 
is out of session until late January, 
and the trees could fall by then. But 
this bill’s introduction provides solid 
ammunition for the inevitable court 
case which will follow the logging plans' 
approval on Dec. 14. 

Speaking of court, it seems likely 
that the Sierra Club will join EPIC 
of Garberville in suing on the Head¬ 
waters Forest logging plans. So why 
all the preparation for forest defense 
and demonstration plans? Because the 
judge may not grant an injunction to 
stop the logging, and we’re not going 
to be caught fiatfooted in the face 
of forest obliteratian; One of the 
main purposes of bureaucratic & legal 
red-tape is to lull the public 
into complacency.
